THE CHINESE IN ftTJEENSLAJO. 



The Brisbane Courier of February 27 ih 
Bpeaks glowingly of the suocesa that has 
attended the legislation to restrict Chin- 
esa immigration to the Colony of Queens- 
land. An Aot of the local Legislature— 
u ■wa some months ago explained— im- 
posea a heavy annual head-tax on Asiatics 
employed in any kind of labor, mining or 
doing basineas on their own account in 
the colony or landing at aay of its ports, 
The arrivals of immigrants from Hong 
Kong have been comparatively few, and 
the mining population is now considerably 
Bmaller than it was six months ago. The 
fear -whioh prevailed before the passage of 
tlioAot that .the country -would be over- 
ran by the almond-eyed race to an extent 
detrimental to the colony has, for a time 
at least, vanished, and the once-dreaded 
Mongolian invasion ia at the present mo- 
ment scarcely thought of. So much for 
the imposition of a good round head-tax. 
British Columbia cannot do better thau 
follow in the footsteps of Queensland. 
The ingoing Government would largely 
add to its popularity by announcing its 
intention at the asaembling of the House 
to place the Queensland Aot on the Pro- 
vincial Statuto-book. Such an Act might 
be disallowed at Ottawa, but what of that? 
The Queensland Aot was thrioo disallowed 
at Downing street aa contravening exist- 
ing treaties, and was thrice passed by the 
Queensland Legislature. Finally, the 
Home Government yielded and assented 
to the Act, with tho good results we have 
stated. WhenMr. Eobaon introduced his 
famous clause in the Franchise Bill, 
which withholds from Ohineae and Indi- 
; ans the rlght.to vote in the Province, Mr. 
Walkesa was quite sure that it was uncon- 
stitutional and would never be allowed by 
the Dominion Government. It was al- 
lowed, however, and the country stands 
indebted to that clause for its freedom 
■ from Mongolian domination at the polls,

at best. It ia plain from the mutteringe 
of the Qolos that the Rassian people do 
not half relish yielding to British pres- 
sure; but it is now more than probable that 
thoCongress will moot. The a'tention oftho 
Homo authorities appears to have been at 
last turned this way. for H.M.S. Triumph 
(ironclad) has sailed from Portsmouth to 
relieve th« Shah in the Pacific, and Gol. 
Irwin, of the EoyalBngineers, has reach- 
ed this city to design fortifications for the 
coast of British Columbia. 



The- nsxt groat Ecumonical Council 
•will baiaYoonferenoo of Anglican bishops 
to hi) held'at" Lambeth' Palace, London, 
in the coming July. The last Pan-Angli- 
can Synod met with some opposition, and 
is considered to have had little practical 
result. It had one good result, however, 
and that was to show that a Synod of that 
kind might be beneficiol and could not 
be injurious. The effect will doubtless 
be to make the coming one of greater im- 
portance, and of more value to the de- 
nomination. It will be in session four 
weeks. The first week will be devoted to 
ttie discussion of subjects selected for the 
'^purpose. These subjects will then be re- 
ferred to committees, which will sit dur- 
ing the Beoond and third weeks, and pre- 
pare reports thereon. The fourth week 
these reports will bo acted on by the 
Synod, and thus, says an Episcopal paper, 
"the results, whioh shall issue from these 
final debates, will come before the church 
with the authority of the united Anglican 
Episcopate, speaking collectively and 
after mature deliberation and discussion." 

The subjects selected are six in number, 
as under: 

"1st. The best modo of maintaining 
nnion amongst the various ohurchoa of 
the Anglican communion. 

"2nd. Voluntary boards of arbitration 
for cbnrohes to which sach an arrange- 
ment may ba applicable. 

"3rd. The relations to each other of 
missionary bishops and of missionaries in 
various branches of the Anglican com- 
munion acting in the same country. 

"ith. Anglican chaplains on the Conti- 
nent and elsewhere. 

"5th. Modern f orms^of infidelity. , 

"6th. ThaJ^o^ailion^prpgresBi iand 
needs of the var'ioia^B bhurcneB of the "An 
glican communion." 

The dignitaries who will assemblo in 

■ thia Synod will represent seven indepen- 
dent churches. The Anglican church of 
England, of Australia, of British North 
America, of Ireland, of Scotland, of Hayti, 
and the Protestant Episcopal Ohuroh .of 
the United States. Tbero are upwards of 
170 bishops belonging to thef e organiza 
tions, fully one-half of whom are in 
America . 

EEPRESENTATION — THE PATH 
BLOCKED. 

The Nanaimo Free Press expresses a 
hope that that district will shortly be ac- 
corded " her full rights in the matter of 
representation." It is a subject for re-' 
gret that Nanaimo having contributed 
to the defeat of the Elliott Gorernmont 
willfiaid it impossible to enjoy an in- 
creased representation until after the next 
general election. No change in the num- 
ber of members of the present House ean 
be mado until after'another general oleo 
tion. The uresont House must stand. To 
inoroaso or 'decrease members would be 

■ nnconstitutional. Now, had Nanaimo 
taken a proper and, we must be permitted 
to say, a sensible view of the Representa- 
tion Bill, she would have enjoyed an in- 
creased representation almoat immediate- 
ly. As her case stands the best that can 
be" done ia for the succeeding Government 
to introduce and pass a Representation 
Bill through the Houso which will come 
into active force after the next general 
election. The idea advanced in some 
quarters of a pleblscilei by which a man 
shall vote " yea" or " nay" on the propo- 
sition for an increased representation, is 
impracticable beeauBO untionstitutional. 
A plebiscite was introdnoed by a former 
Government of the Province to test the 
popularity of . an increase in members' 
pay; but it was unconstitutional. Only 
one method for ascertaining the wishes of 
the country is prescribed, and that is 
through a direct appeal to the constituen- 
cies by a dissolution of the House. 
Nanaimo is to be pitied; but tho fact re- 
mains that during the lifetime of the pre- 
Bent House there will be no augmenta- 
tion in its repreaentation. . 

MORE HOPEFUL. 

The European situation is more hopeful 
to-day. Immense war preparations con- 
tinue to bo pushed forward by Great 
Britain, Austria and Russia; while , the 
lost-meutioned power seems to have yield- 
ed to tho pressure brought to bear upon 
her by Great Britain, P.nd to have oon- 
Bented to the submission to a Congress 
of modified,^ treaties of Paris and San 
Stefanbt^AtiBtria's stroke in taking pos- 
oessioia of a^Dariubian island with Tnrkiah 
connivance is indicative of a determin- 
ation on the part of that power to at least 
prepare for tho worst. Russian finances 
would seem to be in a disordered stato.

The Douglas Memorial— What Shall it 
be? Scholarship, ^Hospital- wing, 
Statue or Public rotrntain. 

Editob Colonist:— Having very soon, 
in con junction with Mr. John Kobson, 
Paymaster C. P. R. S., to comploto the 
circuit of that portion of the city whoroin 
wo have been appointed to canvass for 
contributions to tho Douglas memorial 
fund, 1 have to ask of you to afl'ord your 
numerous readeraon "the day of rest" the 
pleasure of perusing the eloquent and 
suggostivo words of tho subjoined cutting 
from the Inverness Courier of February

James Watt.— At tho anniversary of 
the birth of James "Watt, on the 19th, Mr. 
T. Knox, chairman of the School of Arts 
Watt Club, Edinburgh, said— "Statues in 
brass and marble pass away— tho remorse- 
less tooth of time consumes them silently 
and surely, but tho inscriptions -written 
upon the living tablets of the admiring 
and grateful hearts of tho generations an 
they rise cannot so pass away, for they 
are perennially renewed, and become 
lasting as society itself. It may also bo 
truly said that every student attondiug 
tho Watt Institution becomes a living 
atone to build up the temple of true fame 
dedicated to tho great man;8 memory. I 
sometimes indulge a little fancy on de- 
grees of fame, and put the question thua. 
Could Watt now be asked, on this his 
142nd birthday— for he was born, as you 
know, 19th January, 173G— whether he 
would consider himself to bo more hon- 
ored by the monument in Westminster 
Abbey, even though tho exalted tribute of 
King, Lords, and Commons, than by the 
simple monumental institution in Edin- 
burgh, that had, in his name, sinco his 
death, educated 30,000 young lads to be- 
come hotter artisanj, bettor citizens, and 
better men generally, who could doubt 
his philanthropic and patriotic reply?" 

As indicated in the foregoing by Mr. T 
Knox— fitting anrnftme for such a thinker 
— let your readers imagine the expensive 
nature of tho benefit to enure to such 
youths of tho Province who, whether 
winners or not, may hereafter compete 
for a Douglas scholarship. The good 
will tell not only on themselves but on 
their children's children for all lime. A 
scholarship endowment would therefore 
manifestly be of ever increasing and 
widening usefulness. Think of this, 
artisans of Victoria, Nanaimo and Now 
Westminster, and farmers and miners 
everywhere throughout tho Province,

EUEOPE. . 
Bkbmn, May 27.— Invitations to the 

Congress were dispatched yesterday.. If 
matters shall bo Batiafactorily concluded a 
treaty modifying the treaties of Paris and 
Ban Stefano will be signed at Berlin.

It is stated that the project of holding a 
congress of sooialists at Gotha will be 
abandoned in consequence of tho expecta- 
tion that tho Government intends to vig 
orously enforce the existing press and 
sedition laws. _ 

St. Petbbbbdbo, May 27— It is rumored 
the Rusbian Imperial Bank is so heavily 
indebted that the government dare not 
continue the publication of weekly re- 
turns. Tho bank's affairs are in almost 
hopeless confusion. The continued issue 
of paper money to cover deficits will be 
necessary if tho bank is to go on. 

London, May 27.— Acootints from every 
capital in Europe concur iii' the certainty 
of the early mooting of Congress; but con- 
siderable anxiety is apparent about mili- 
tary preparations and the situation around 
Constantinople. Tho attitude of Austria 
creates apprehension at St. Petersburg 
which will not be allayed by tho occupa- 
tion of Adalkooi-AiMtria'a first aot against 
Russia's settloment of the Eastern ques- 
tion, Russia having promised that island 
to Servia. Groat -secrecy is maiutainod 
.at St. Petersburg about the progress of 
negotiations. Nr^^iritri^' 

The Oolois calls npoii the government 
to abandon its reserve and tell Russia 
whether reports about yielding to Eng- 
land's demands are true or false.- 

Vienna, May 27— A correspondent says 
this sort of prassuro may be conveniont 
for Ruaaia just now in helping her to re- 
sist further English pressure.

Wo hear from Greenock that two power- 
ful steam vessels, suitable for service in 
coaueotion with the defence of British 
porta by sub-marine mines, have just been 
purchased on behalf of the Government^ 
and that they will be immediately des- 
patched to o'ne of the naval ports to be 
specially prepared for work of this na- 
ture. 

At Bow street, on Saturday, the charge 
against Herr Bandmann for assaulting 
Mrs. Rousby was heard before Mr. Flow- 
ers. Some dispute arose at rehearsal, and 
defendant struck Mrs. Rousby a violent 
blow. Ho was committed for trial. 

Tho Pope has taken a singular step with 
regard to the Cardinals who are oppoaed 
to his policy. Ho summoned six of the 
most noteworthj', and spoke to them in 
auch terms that they wore quite taken 
iiback, and could Bxy nothing in opposi- 
tion to him. Leo XIII., our correspon- 
dent adds, told them ho should take note 
of their adhesion as ixn eucqyragement to 
proceed in the line he had adopted; bairit 
is thought that ; this incident will not 
checkmate them. 

A correspondent of the Ulster EcJio 
states the facta which have come to hia 
knowledge in tho course of a tour through 
tho principal portions of tho Loitiim es- 
tate in Donegal. Hia oonclusiona with 
respect to the character of the late Earl of 
Leitrini as a landlsrd are moat unfavorable 
to his Lordiship's memory; but on a point 
in the unfortunate case whioh Is at pre- 
sent tho matter of greatest interest hia 
testimony goes far to vindicate the reputa- 
tion of the murdered nobleman, He says: 
"The flagrant chargoa of immorality 
which have been heaped upon him came 
upon tho people of the neighborhood of 
Manor Vaughnn by surprise. From all 
tho enquiries which I made on tho sub- 
ject I am oonvincod that, whatover may 
have been tho faults of Lord Leitrim, the 
charge that he evicted tenants because 
their daughters refused to submit to dia- 
honor rcsta on too shadowy a foundation 
to deserve serious consideration. Even 
among those who hold tho strongest views 
upon Lord Leitrim's conduct as a land- 
lord the charge is discredited, and I did 
not meet a single person who regarded it 
as tenable. The sooner the charge is 
dropped the better it wiU be for all con- 
cerned. It cannot, I am convinced, bo 
sustained.'' 

Tho war party in England has reoolvecl 
adooidod rebuff in tho election of Mr.Bais 
for Tamworth. That oonatituency had 
long been represented by a Conservative 
of the ultra blue stamp, and on a vacancy 
occurring it was thought there would, be 
very little opposition to the .candidate 
that party. So the parfy'put ffp a'Ooldiiel 
Bridgman, who seems to |bavb been.the 
son of a neighboring landowner, and also 
thoroughly "sound" on the war queatlon.- 
Instead of allowing the Colonel to walk 
over, as had been anticipated, the Liberals 
bethought themselves that they woald 
havo a struggle for tho sent, and accord-; 
ingly they brought forward Mr. Bftss', a 
son of tho great browor of that namo. Mr. 
Easa did not minoo matters, for he came 
forward from tho first as a direct opponent 
of Lord Beaconsfiold's noliov. There was 
no question about it; the election -was a 
challenge to the party which four years 
ago elected Sir Robert Peel and Mr. Hon- 
bury. The declarotion of the poll show- 
ed, to the profound consternation of tho 
warjparty, that Mr. Bass had socurod 1,- 
1G8 as against his opponent's C07 votes. 
Moreover, this was not a case of their be- 
ing a large proportion of unpolled votes, 
for tho whole of the electors in the con- 
stituency ,with the exception of about 200, 
recorded their votes. Consequently, by 
a majority of "579 the .Govorsjjient has 
been beaten in one of its own strong 
holds. 

At tho magisterial enquiry into the 
murder of Lord Leitrim at LifTord, Ooun 
ty-Inspector Carre spoke to tho finding of 
scraps of paper on tho spot where the 
murder took place corresponding with a 
copy-book found in tho houee of Thomas 
McGronahan, tho fiitbor of throo of the 
prisoners.

The Court, opened at 11 o'clock, a.

Grand Jurors: J.H. Innes, (foreman,) 
C. Morton. A, B. Gray, J. D. Pomberton, 
H. Turner, J. Wilson, W. "Wilsoa, C. 
Brodie, J, W. WUliama, T. Charles, W. 
Charles, W. Fisher, eon., D. Lenevuo, 
J. Cowper, J. Spratt, R. H. Austin, John 
Russell, R. WiilianiB, M. A. 

The Chief Jnstioe congratulated the 
Grand Jury on the lightness of tho calen- 
dar contrasted with the last assizes, there 
being only eight cases compared with 
seventeen, one of which thoy would not 
be asked to deal with, namely, perjury of 
a witness at the last assizes. He explained 
that the liberty of a British subject de- 
manded that ho should be sent for trial 
by a Grand Jury, but that when a witness 
was disbolioved by tho petty jury and the 
judge then the judge has the power to 
commit him for trial by a petty jury with- 
out tho bill of indictment going before the 
Grand Jury. Three other cases bethought 
they would have no difficulty in dealing 
withj the remaining four were, however, a 
little more seriout in that thoy comprised 
manslaughter.theft from a dwelling house, 
assault with intent, and theft from the 
person. His Lordship then proceeded to 
explain tho duties of a Grand Jury. They 
were assembled as public prosecutors, 
and as such were in duty •bound to set 
aside all peraonal feeling. Should they 
have a doubt in any 'case it was their 
duty townrds tho accused to incline on 
the side of severity, for by so doing they 
gave him a ohauoo of thoroughly clearing 
his character of any stain which would bo 
liable to remain on him after they had 
thrown the caseout, It was also their duty 
to present io the Court any nuisances they 
may know of. such as encroachments on 
the public highway, any nuisance dan- 
gerous to tho public health, or to the 
public morality ; by so doing they may 
not of necessity bring the caso boforo the 
Court in that it often- happens that their 
expression of opinion is suffioiontto cause 
tho nuisances to bo abated. In conclusion 
his lordship congratulated ihem on tho 
the peace and quietness with which tho 
last general election had passed off. 

The Grand Jury then retired to delib- 
erate, and the Court was adjourned for 
one hour. 

TRDE BIIiLS.

The first case called on was that of Ed- 
ward Morgan, indicted for 

SIANSnATJOnTEB. 

Tho prisoner, who was defended by Mr 
A. B. Robertson, Q.C., pleaded guilty. 

The indictment charges the prisoner 
with having, in. January last, wilfully 
killed one Albert "Gerritsen by striking 
him on the head with a bottle. 

Mr. Robertson said that the prisoner 
had pleaded gnilty by his advice as there 
undoubtedly bad been homicide committ- 
ed, although he could not think that the 
prisoner had intended at the limo to kill 
the unfortunate man Gerritsen. Tho wea- 
pon used was simply an empty bottle, and 
had there been any intent a more danger- 
ous weapon would have been employed. 
The prisoner had already suffered five 
months' imprisonment which tho learned 
counsel hoped His Lordship would take 
in consideration when passing sentence. 
It should also b« homo in mind that no 
previous illfoeling existed between tho 
prisoner and Qerritsou, and that in fact 
had not the latter come to the prisoner's 
door when he was ^n bed and annoyed 
him tho unfortunate affair would never 
liave taken place. 

'ihe Chief Justice said sentence would 
be resorved.'tiU'itho last day of the assizes. 
The prisoiieir Vas then removed. 
The foreman of the Grand Jury then 
handed in the following 

pbesentmbnt;*. 
Tho Grand Jury present their report to 
the Court and state that it had come to 
their knowledge that certain nuisances 
exist in and about tho City of Victoria 
which are calculated very seriously to 
affect the publib health, to wit: A slaugh 
ter house on Mount Tolmie road used by 
Laumoister k Armstrong, and deposits of 
oiTal and debris of a filthy and pernicious 
nature on certain vacant lots between 
Store and Government stroots and Herald 
and Discovory streets, and respectfully 
submit that immediate steps bo taken for 
the prevention of such nuisances. 

(Signed) James H. Innes, Foreman, 
The Chief Justice said tho presentment 
was important as it related to the public 
health and would receive attention at the 
proper time and quarter. 

ATTBMPTED HIOHWAT BOBBEBT. 

James Kelly, indicted for assault with 
intent to commit highway robbery. The 
prisoner pleaded "not guilty" and was 
then placed on his trial, a jury having 
been empanrieled with Mr. 0. Todd as 
foreman. The prisoner was undefended. 

Mr. Mason, on tiehalf of; pho; Grown, 
briefly narrated the circnms't'ance's in con- 
nection with the case and stated that the 
priionor in company with another man on 
the night of the 5th of February last as- 
saulted the prosecutor as he was proceed- 
ing to his house on Johnson street. The 
proieoutor was knocked down and a vio- 
lent attempt was made to rifle his pocket. 
He shouted lustily until assistance came 
when the prisoner was captured as ho was 
lunning away from the scene of the as- 
sault. His coat was torn in the affray and 
would be identified. The prosecutor who 
had a large quantity of money about him 
at tho time bad previously, been, watched 
in a saloon by the pr^oher>andi;other sua- 
pictous characters aiid'the 'priaVner when 
confronted with tho prosecutor admitted 
his guilt by making certain unguarded 
statements. The evidence for the Crown 
would be found to be most conclusivo. 

Gilbert Tompkins being sworn_deposed 
that on tho nig^it pt the Bth i;ebruary 
last, as he was going tohishoine from the 
Adelphi Saloon, two men secreted be- 
hind a shod in the vicinity of his dwelling 
house jumped upon him and knocked him 
down; they attempted to choke him and 
to take mbney from his pockets; witness 
fell in a small pool of water and tho two 
iuen grasping him by the throat did tUeir 



best to force- his head under the water. 
He cried loudly for the police and when 
the men heard assistance coming along 
the street they both tried to run away, 
one succeeded in getting away,but witness 
held firmly on to the prisoner's coat. The 
prisoner, however,finally succeeded in re- 
leasing himself and ran away. Five min- 
utes afterwards officer Lindsay met the 
witness and asked him nhat was the mat- 
ter. Witness replied that two men had 
tried to rob him. The officer then replied 
that he had caught one of them. Prisoner 
asked, "What did you buck against ua 
for ?" and when on tho way to tho jail the 
prisoner also stated "you cannot prove 
anything, there was no one present when 
we tackled you." A short time afterwards 
tho prisoner also said, "You can — — ■ 
— , jyou ^fon't live long to prove anything. 

The prisoner— Wore you not playing 
faro at tho Adelphi Saloon that evening ? 

Witness— I might kavo been. I don't 
remombor. 

The Chief Juetico— Tho prisoner must 
not ask the witness anything about play- 
ing faro. Anybody who plays otor deals 
that or other gambling games, which are 
held to be- abominable in the eyea of. the 
law, is subject to punishment ttnd>?poMe^ 
quontly no witness is bound to oriminato 
himself by admitting that bo is in the ha- 
bit of gambling. 

Witness to prisoner— Tho coat produc- 
ed is just like the one you had on. It is 
torn just whore I tore it; I heard it rip at 
the time; you tried to get your hand in 
my pocket, but I would not let^ou. 

Prisoner- All I can say is that the coat 
was not torn when it was taken from me 
in tho jail this morning. 

Witness— I saw you in the Adelphi Sa- 
loon' watching mo with the other man and 
I recognized you when tho oflicer took 
you to tho light after you had assaulted 
mo. 

David W. Higgins sworn— Deposed that 
on tho night of the 5th February last 
about half paat nine o'clock ho was pass- 
ing down Yates street in company with 
Officer Lindsay when thoy heard cries for 
help coming from the direction of John- 
son street; tho officer immediately dashed 
off to tho locality in question and the 
cries continuing, witness shortly follow- 
ed. A minute or two afterwards witness 
heard the officer shouting"stop that man." 
Saw a man run out of tho lot and dart off 
into tho darkness; prcpiirod to follow him 
when Lindsay called witness to never 
mind, to come and help him secure a man 
ran back and . hold the prisoner while 
Lindsay handcuffed him. Prisoner was 
then taken round to Johnson street where 
Tompkins was found greatly excited; 
Tompkins accused Kolly of garroting him 
and Keljy exclaimed, "why did you buck 
against us then;" noticed that prisoner's 
coat was torn, but cannot recognize the 
coat produced in Court as tho one prison- 
er had on at tho time; the night was in- 
tensely dark. 

Some unimportant questions were ask- 
ed by the prisoner. 

Constable Lindsajr corroborated the 
evidence of the last witness and testified 
to arresting the prisoner on the night in 
question as he was running from the pro- 
secutor's shop across the vacant lots to 
Yatos street; tho prisoner was much ex- 
cited at tho time and had evidently been 
struggling with somebody; when con- 
fronted with Tompkins the prisoner said, 
"why did you bock agoinst us," and on 
the way to the jail he said, "yon won't live 
long; you can't make much out of it, any- 
how ?" Prisoner had been in town some 
time. Ho came here vrith tho well known 
Major Gannon and was one of the so-csU- 
ed '"forty thieves." . ^ 

Tho witness was cross-examined by the 
prisoner at some length, but the evidence 
was not shaken. 

Mr. Mason, for tho Orown,_ said that 
tho case was so clear that ha did not de- 
siro to address tho jury. 

Tho prisoner uccountod for tho tear in 
tho coat by assorting that ho bought it 
second-hand at Seattle and that it was 
torn at the time; witnesses who could 
swear to this had left the town. 

His Lordship said this was most unfor- 
tunate for the prisoner. He then briefly 
reviewed the ovidenco and pointed out 
that tho remarks " of the prisoner when 
arrested showed almost indisputably that 
the prisoner was ono of two men who had 
knocked Tompkins down. His Lordship 
also alluded to the folly of tho prosecutor 
carrying about with him so largo an 
amount of money as §1500, much of which 
was gold, and no doubt proved _ a great 
temptation to evilly disposed persons who 
might know of its presence on the proie- 
outer's person. It was foolish to do so in 
the vicinity of gambling transactions that 
were looked upon by tho law as very little 
better than robbery. The question in the 
case of tho prisoner was one of identity 
and it would be for jury to consider the 
evidence and if there was any reasonable 
doubt as to tho prisoner being one of the 
two mon who nssaultad the proaocutor, 
then tho prosocntor would bo entitled to 
the bonolit of the doubt. 

Tho jury after an aWsoaoo of five min 
utoB returned a verdiot of guilty. 

His Lordship said he fully concurred 
in the verdict and would pass sentanoo at 
tho close of the Assizes. 

ASSAULTING A POLIOEMAK. 

Billy, an Indian, indicted for assaulting 
a police officer in tho execution of his 
duty. 

Tho prisoner pleaded not guilty 
ConstnblQ Lindsay deposed that on the 
3Gth Nov, last he was on duty in the city, 
and was obstruotod and assaulted by the 
prisoner who attemptsd to rescue a drun- 
ken Indian who was being taken to jail. 
Prisoner threw; a large rook; ( produ cad ) at 
witness which very nearly struck him on 
the head. The rock probably weighed 4 
lbs. and the prisoner was only five yards 
off witness when ho threw it. Prisoner 
was quite sober at tho time. 

Constable White corroborated the evi 
donee of the last witness and testified that 
on the occasion in question he and Officer 
Lindsay had great trouble in arresting 
two drunken Indians on account of the 
interference of tho prisoner and several 
others. 

JamoB R, McKenzie testified to seeiug 
the prisoner throw a large rook at Officer 
Lindsay's head. Prisoner threw it with 
great violence and then turned TO^ ran 
awaj'. 

The prisoner said ho wajifirnnk and did 
not remember anything that took place 

Tho ]ury without retiring returned 
verdict of guilty. 

ASSAULT WITH INTENT. 

Peter, a Victoria Indian, indicted for 
having on tho 6th May, 1678, ifolonioualy, 
unlawfully and malicijusly wounded 
OhaTley, an Indian, by stabbing and 
shooting him, pleaded guilty. 

' LAEOENV. 

, Frederick Jones, indicted for having on 
I the 26th November, 1877, folonicusly 



stolen a gold watch and chain, together 
with $40 in gold, pleaded guilty. 

John Oxford, charged with having 
feloniously stolen six calf skins, the pro- 
perty of the Belmont Tanning Company, 
and with being in possession of the said 
skins, knowing them to have been stolon. 
The prisoner pleaded not guilty. 
Mr. Mason, in opening the prosecution, 
said tho Belmont Company had shipped 
tho 'skins on board tho steamer Maude 
for Ijanaimo in March last. On tho boat 
arriving there the skins were missing and 
shortly after the prisoner offered them 
separately to three tradesmen in town, 
giving a different story to'eaoh. 

William Dalby. sworn, said ho was 
manager of the Belmont Tannery; about 
March last shipped six skins on board the 
steamer Maude; got a receipt for them; 
the skins were marked with a French 
brand; theyare worth §4.25 each, whole- 
sale; the skins were the property of tho 
Belmont Tanning Boot and Shoo Manu- 
facturing Company; could not swear that 
Iho skins produced were tho identical 
■kins shipped. 

Prank Beegantostifled to buying two of 
the skinsfrom the prisoner, who said they 
wero the property of a friend who had 
falleii aiok. 

George H. Maynard al36 testified to a 
man very much like the prisoner selling 
him a skin, with a French brand on it, 
about tho middle of March, Ho said he 
had bought it from a man going away on 
the steamer for S3 and would sell it for 
$2.50; did not mention tho man's name, 
William Heathoru also testified to the 
prisoner ono day last March coming into 
his store and wanting to sell a calf skin, 
which he said he had bought from a man 
up-country named Bro^fn; let him have a 
pair of shoes valued at §2 75, and 25 cents 
in exchange for the skin. 

Eden White, being sworn, said he was 
purser on the steamer Maude; in 'March 
last recollected a package of leather being 
brought on board ; gave tho receipt pro- 
duced; could not find tho skins on arriv- 
ing at Nanaimo; on returning to Victoria 
gave information to the police. 

To His Lordship— There was no watch- 
man on the steamer; ail small packages 
are kept in tho saloon. 

The prisoner did.not call any witnesses 
in defence and His Lordship briefly 
directed tho jury, who found tho prisoner 
guilty of having been in possession of tho 
skina, knowing them to havo boon stolen 
The court then adjourned till 10 a.m 
to-day, ■

Mr .•Hunter then stopped 
the landing of the material for tho fishery 
and determined to abandon the enterprise; 
biit Major Morris, through Mr. Keen, the 
interpreter, after "a "wa-wa" of throo 
hours, succeeded in convincing tho Indi- 
ans that tho Chinamen were only to be 
employed in making tins, after which they 
were allowed to land. Mr. Hunter has 
proceeded to old Sitka whero ho is estab- 
lishing his cannery. The opposition of 
tho Indians is supposed to be the work of 
a fow Russians.

Great Bank Robbery. 

Cn the 20th inst. a branch of the City of . 
Glasgow Bank at Douglas, Islo of Man, 
was entered by thieves, and the sum of 
£8,750 taken from the strong room..- Tha 
cashier of the bank, named Andrew Wil- 
liam Gray, who is in custody on suspicion 
with two other persons, named Thomas 
Roberts and Adam Nix, states that three 
men in masks met him outside the town 
late on Saturday night. They demanded . 
from him the keys of the < bank. He re- , 
sisted; when one of th'emt&ced'at him and 
shot him through the'do'at and' hat. Ha 
fell down insensible, and believes that ha 
was "chloroformed." He says ha waa 
dragged to the opposite side of the road, 
which is very dark, and lay there several 
hours. The last thing hd heard as he was 
becoming insensible .was one of the men 
saying, "Dead men tell no tales.", Oa 
recovering his senses, on .Snnday, he 
found that the keys of the bank had been 
taken from him. Ho made his way to the 
York Hotel, which is tiondnoted'by the 
prisoner Roberts, with whom Gray has 
some pecuniary relations. Nix had been 
a waiter at Castle Mona Hotel, but recent- 
ly lodged at the York Hotel. Gray in- 
formed Roberts and Nix of the attacks on 
him, and at once sent one of them to alarm 
tho bank, and the other to give informa- 
tion to the police. Dr. Gray, of the hos- 
pital, was brought to examine Gray to 
see if he was injured. It was found that 
there were a fow shot boles in his coat 
and ono in his hat, and in the coat poOket 
apellotwas discovered. A subsequent 
examination by the police revealed the 
fact that, the pollet fits a pistol belonging to 
Gray himself. On the alarm being given 
at the bank, Mi'. Greig, a son of the man* 
agor, went down to the cashier nt the 
York Hotel, and the latter informed him 
of the way in which tho bank keys had 
boon taken from him. Mr. Greig hurried 
up to the bank, and examination of the 
premises resulted in tho discovery that 
the strong room had been entered, and tho 
sum of at least £8,750 in gold had been 
taken. The police have made n oaroful 
examination of Millmount, one of Gray's 
residences, but no traces of the missing 
gold wore discovered. Gray's and the 
bank keys were found yesterday lying in 
the garden of Dr. King, who lives in a 
house adjoining the bank. The keys were 
rusty, and had evidently been exposed to 
the woather. Very largo sums in gold 
and bank notos were loft untouched.
